A special meeting of the board of 


mayor and aldermen was lield in the 
city rooms on Saturday afternoon, the 
16th inst. The meeting was called by 
Mayor Tilton to take some action on 
the proposed agreement of Margaret 
Loach in her snit against the city. 


Tlie meeting was called to ord. r 


promptly at four o'clock, but at tl e 
roll call only four members responded 
to their names, and the acting city mes- 
senger was sent out to hunt up another 
alderman in order to make a quorum. 


Before he returned Aldarmau Bates 


dropped in and the board proceeded at 
once to business. 


Present: Mayor Tilton; Aid. Hoyt, 


Brown, Bates, Hallam and Gray. 


At the request of the mayor, the oity 


clerk stated the object of the meeting 
aud pat the facts of the case plainly 
before the board. 


John Loach, while in the employ of 


the ci'ty, was blown up by the acciden- 
tal discharge of a stick of dynamite. His 
widow, Margaret Loach, through her 
counsel, Judge Samuel W. Emery, im- 
mediately brought suit against the city, 
and also separate suits against Rienzi 
Ridge, who was then city street com- 
missioner, and Foreman John Leavitt 


The former board of aldermen, under 


Mayor Emery, had voted to have the 
city solicitor defend Messrs. Ridge and 
Leavitt in connection with the case 
against the city. Although having a 
clear case Solicitor Kelley had tried to 
make terms with Mrs. Loach, by the 
payment of certain sums to her every 
week, for the maintenance of Lersalf 
and family. 


Mrs. Loach refused to accept any 


terms whatever outside of what the snit 
called for, although strongly urged to 
do so by her counsel and her intimate 
friends 


She has come to realize, however, that 


her suit "would be hopeless and was 
willing to accept Solicitor 
Kelley's 


terms. The meeting therefore was to 
take some action in regard to the matter. 


Mayor Tilton stated that no doubt 


the question might arise as to why tne 


city should pay Mrs. Loach anything 
now that her counsel had practically 
conceded the case. Now he takes the 
ground that even if the city was not 
legally liable for the death of John 
Loach it was morally responsible, and 
Mrs. Loach should receive some sap 
port for herself and family. 
The terms 


practically agreed upon by the former 
board of aldermen, and which Mrs 
Loach is now willing to accept, calls 
for the payment to her of 87 a week for 
three years, and then 96 for three years, 
and also the payment of some $300 in 
outstanding bills. 


Solicitor Kelley was present and ad 


vised the board that, whereas they 
would not be compelled to pay Mrs. 
Loach anything, it wonld be an act of 
charity if they did so, and whatever the 
board decided to do it should be doi e 
with that idea. 


After a lengthy discussion by the 


aldermen, duiing which Aid. Yeatoii 
and Borthwick came in, the following 
motion was drawn up and passed by a 
unanimous vote: 


Moved, that the mayor be authorized 


to sign an agreement with Margaret 
Loach in behalf of the city of Ports- 
mouth, to pay to her $7 per week for 
three 3 ears, and $6 per week for the 
following three years, and authorized to 
pay certain bills contracted by her since 
March, 1897, not exceeding $350, said 
Margaret Loach to be first appointed 
guardian of her minor children. In 
case of her death to pay said weekly 
sums to the guardian of said children. 
But in case of her marriage her weekly 
payments shall be diminished by one- 
third for the remaining time. The said 
Margaret Loach to relinquish all suits 
against all persons an account of the 
death of her husband, John Loach. 


No further business coming up the 


board adiourned on motion of Ala. 
Bates.

Indulge a hope 
that the Insurgent leaders, fearing Amer- 
ican annexation, will voluntarily come 
to terms with the autonomous govern- 
ment and that thib may make President 
McKlnley pause, but no definite Infoi- 
matlon has been leceived in that sejise. 
There is a >,emi-pnnic on the bnurae. 
Ktock are failing badly, and evidence 
of a very grave situation is heutd and 
felt In all directions. 
In spite of this 


the government and the goveined are 
pulling along well together and pro- 
fess themselves ready to confront what 
seems inevitable. 


In official circles there Is an impres- 


sion that a tupture of negotiations may 
not take place quite so soon as was ex- 
pected, but it cannot be said that the 
prospects of a peaceful solution ar« 
much improved. 
Among the leading 


representatives of all patties there Is 
an almost unanimous opinion that the 
United States will accept nothing less 
than a termination of Spanish sovereign- 
ty in Cuba, and asany concession of that 
kind Is considered utterly Incompatible 
with national honor, war seems Inevi- 
table, unless something unknown should 
suddenly Intervene. 


A few people Imagine that Europe may 


possibly awake at the last moment to 
the dangers of aggressive pan-American 
Ism and recornlza In Spain the champion 
of tha vital European Interests of ths 
future. 
In that case there would be 


collective Intervention by the great 
powers, but such Illusions are not in- 
dulged In by practical statesmen, nor 
do these latter attribute much Impor- 
tance to tha persistent rumors of the 
likelihood of the 
Insuigents 
making 


terms with the autonomous government 
to avert annexation by America. 


The journals which comment on the 


senate's resolutions consider them a fur- 
ther proof of America's schema of an- 
nexation, and point out that It comes on 
the very day on which the Havana dele- 
gates proposed starting to confer with 
the Insurgents.
